1 have another Inge- 
nuous, Gentile Friend in the World, who can bear witneſs how 
Cold and Reſery/ d 1 way in that Matter, and what flender En- 
conragement I gave to theſe Advances, which were afterwards made 
in my behalf : I mitft needs ſay, 1 weighed every Conſequence tos 
Graiw, & eaſily ber ah Childiſþ & Rewvengeful Hemds I was 
falling into ; who only waited for ſuch a luſcious Opportunity, that 
they might Grin, and ſbew the foulneſs and ranconr of their Teeth 
for my laft Poem : Did their ill Humour only terminate in my ſelf, 


" # would require but little Stoiciſm to digeft it, and 1 could throw 


'ﬆt off with a great Indifference ;' for it is but only paſſing by,and dif- 
regarding theſe little Creatures, and their Clamours are quickly fi- 
lenced : But when they are ſapping the Foundation of our Reli- 
gion, and Engliſh Liberty,

This would  unlooſe Dumbneſs it ſelf into an Exclamation , 

when he ſees his Country going to be Deſtroy'd. 
Theſe were the Men, who; in the Two laft Reigns, were made the 
wretched Tnfiruments to bring in Tyranny, and Superſtition upon 
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ws in « full Torrent, and Impunity hath harden'd their Fore-heads 
to nibble at the ſame Attempts in this : Indeed they were like 
Puppets manez'd upon « Wire by the Craft and Fineſs of the Fe- 
ſuites, « Race of Men ſprung up in the World to extinguiſh all that 
fs 1% Honeſt, or Merciful in it ; So that the Chars#tr, which 
wiſe Tacitus gives of one of the Roman Emperours, exadtly 
Quadrates with them : He ſaith that he was Natura faQtus, & 
conſuetudine exercitus, velare-odium fallacibus blanditits : 
So theſe are fram'd byNature,and train'd up by Cuſtome, to diſſem- 
ble their Hatred with falſe Careſſes. It was by theſe Cayole- 
ries, which any, but themſelves, might have 7 thro' ; the 
Cheat was ſo Tranſparent, that they were wrought upon to give up 
the vital Priviledzes of their City without the leaſt Regret , and ; 
not only Enſlav'd themſelves, but Betray'd their Poſterity too, for 
which they were only Guardians, and Truſtees, and that with the 
Breach of the moſt Solemn Oath that ever was Adminiſter d. And 
here I think it a juſt Opportunity to record an Attion of one, who 
was nearly related to me ; Who tho" theRites of « Father's. Funeral 
were to be performed that wery day, Tet he left the Body Dead upon 
#he Table, and went in his Mourning (a very proper Habit even 
upon that Occaſion too) to Aſſert his native City in its laſt Agonies, 
and gave his Vote againſt the Surrender : This was ſuch an In- 
flance of honeſt Gallantry in our Family, that it may ſerve to Ex- 
prate for all the Miſ-fortunes which have ſince befallen it ; and yet 
theſe Deſigns are farded over with wery [pecious Pretences, and 4s 
&n illiterate Perſon prefer'd to an. Office, doth his Name, ſo they 
Stamp the Church upon every thing that comes ander their Hamas, 
but ſb: doth not ſtand in need of ſuch Defenders ; *T is not the 
Vollies of their Oaths,nor the Noiſe of their profane Healths, that, 
like a Tempeſt, muſt root Her the faſter : And I think it extreamly - 
hard that the beſt Conſtituted, and moſt equally pois'd Govern- 
ment upon the Face of the Earth, ſhould be undermin'd by every 
turbulent Pretender, and rail 'd at by every ſamcy Mechanick : But 
their Ignorance is an Antidote againſt their Malice, and the File 


will be too hard for their Teeth, let them be never ſo V, coqnons, 
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There is one thing (my Lycophron) would kindle Reſentment 
even in the moſt ſedate Temper, to ſee « bold Fellow mount the 
Pulpit, and there Deſecrate, and Profane that ſolemn Place, by 
almoſt down-right Ribaldry againſt the Government ; where, with- 
out any regard to Senſe, Civility, or good Manners, he Vomits 
wp his ill-bred Choller, manfully Encounters with his own Shadow, 
«nd makes Paſſes at the Air; Whilſt the Audience are Tortur'd 
wpon the Rack, and are in Pain for him,when he hath not one Bluſb 
of Modeſty to be —_ for himſelf : He ſeems to be a Compound 
made up of Braſs aud Lead, which Aldrovandus tells ws was a 
Mettal once found in the Mines of Germany, all Effrontery and 
Dulneſs; He is an Oradeal Plough-ſhare Red-hot, or rather a 
Rocket-C anale, which ſpatters out 4 ridiculous Fire for a time, and 
then goes out with a Crack, and proves Offenſive 10 the whole Com- 
pany : Inderd an Embargo ſhould be laid upon his Text, and be 
ſtriftly examin'd, whether Contraband- Divinity doth not lye un- 
der it, for a Bible and « Sword are equally dangerous in the Hands 
of ſuch Men. I have often applied a Story to them in my Thoughts, 
which I have ſomewhere read in 4 Phyſician : He relates that the 
Heir of an Honour able Family made his Addreſſes to a Toung Lady, 
which ſbe anſwer'd with a mutual Complaiſance ; there was no Ex- 
ception to his Perſon, for it was very Inviting,there was a'plentiful 
Eſtate,and a firm Conſent on both Sides : But it ſeems the unhappy 
Gentleman had formerly been bit by 8 Dog, which he did not then 
apprehend to be Mad ; and Books tell you amazing Stories of 
thoſe, who are ſo aſſaulted, that they have been almoſt chang d into 
the Nature of thoſe Creatures, which have ſo infetted them, that 
they will Lap, Foam, and Bark like them ; So here the poyſonous 
Ferment, which had lain ſo long Cormant in his Blood, took this

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Proſperity of England, in wiſhing « Fortanate and Glorious De- 
ſernt upon France ; andthat owr Great Scipio would Tranſport the 
War to the Walls of the Modern Carthage, which is as Crutl, and 
Perfidions, as the Old ; and the Gallick is as falſe as the Punick 
Faith : We will then be a Convulſion in their Bowels, and 7 ear 
them worſe they the Earthquake did Sicily. Our Engltih Sto» 
macks will never be Satisfy'd, till they have ſmallow'd thoſe Muſh- 
rooms, as Alian tells us, inhis Natural Hiſtory, That a ſick Lyon 
can't be recover d,till be hath eaten an Ape. There is one thing you 
cant but obſerve, which runs with a very popular Train, That 
fame People are very liberal of their Imvetives againſt the Dutch, 
when take them on every Side of the Proſpect, they are uſeful 
Neighbours, and a ſeaſonable Allie ; the-Proofs they have given 
of their Conrage, in Vindicating their Liberty againſt Spain,with 
the Heroes of Naſlau at the Head of them, are not to be par-

Zetti, Sciolti and Sdruccioli, 4 ſort of Verſes which you are well 
acquainted with : Mine is but a rude Eſſay, and it is only fit for the 
Sublime Genius of Mr. Dryden, to imitate and purſue to an Ex-

And now (Lycophron,Dulciflimererum)I muſt be farther re- 
mov'd from Tou,almoſt out of theCommerce of theWorld, at leaſt the 
Beau Monde ; 1 ſhall now more than ever Lament the loſs of your 
Polite, andCbliging Converſation, when I am depriv'd of One who 
was ſo Fudicious in his Remarks, and Candid in his Cenſures ; and 
whom I never ſaw the leaſt Paſſion to diſ-cdmpoſe : I never obſer- 
ved him Uneaſy, but when the Calamities of Mankind made him 
ſo, and then a generous Pity touch'd him, and he Languiſh'd, when 
others were in Diſtreſs : He had always a ſerene Countenance, and 
chearful Spirit, and an atiraiting Gayety diſplaying-it ſelf in all 
his Diſcourſes : His Raillery was very Juſt andIn-offenſive, and 
only had due Ficquancy, which is the reliſh of the Fruit ; but when 
any Points of Learning came before him, no Difficulty was too hard 
for his Solution : Then like another Xerxes he cut through Mount
